7. Work was still going on at the Pardubice Áirfield at the tiine of observation.

at XOjJO p.m.. They were engaged in driving steel plates into the ground along the 
taxiway with a pile driver.

9. No trucks or bulldozers were observed on the field, but building materiál appears 
to be brought to the site by a railroad track running southeast of the racetrack.

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uniforms with black tabs 0 All the buildings are of brick, approximately 30 by 30
